HANCOCK'^ TEXAS LET- 


TER. 


Much i» being said about Geneva! 


Hancock's famous letter to the Gover- 
nor of Texas in relation to the use ot 
troops for the protection of the lives 
and property 
of American oitiiens. 


The sum and substance of the whole 
matter is just this: V/hen General Hen* 
cook was Military Governor of Louis- 
iana and Texas tha Republicans of 
those States, especially the poor black 
Republicans, who were just beginning 
to realize that they were free men, were 
being'persecuted and outraged in a way 
that will forever sUud in history as a 
disgrace to tho civilisation of the conn- 
try and of the nineteenth 
century. 


They were being taken from their bed* 
at night and whipped; their house* 
were being burned; they were being 
shot down on the public highways in 
broad daylight. The doors of the tem- 
ples of justice were closed to them. 
The judges and juries ot the courts of 
their States knew of no law for their 
protection. In this situation they sent 
up a cry, a loud, almost despairing cry 
to Hancock for protection. He had been 
brave and grand in battle; he still had 
troops at his command, he was thought

The full text of the intar-ooeanio 


canal concession, granted by Nicaragua 
to the American Provisional Society, 
has been received in Washington. It 
is signed by Don Adam Cardenas, Min- 
ister ot Foreign Affairs, and Mr. A. G. 
Menooal, member and commissioner of 
the Provisional Society. 
TLe conces- 


sion has bjen duly ratified by the Nic- 
aragnaa Senate and published as a law 
by the Republic. The Provisional So- 
ciety under the terms of this concession, 
secures the exclusive privilege to con- 
si root a ship oaual across tho territory 
of Nicaragua. The canal is to be of 
sufficient dimensions to accommodate 
steamers of the largest class used be- 
tween Europe and America and the 
locks ere to be not less than five hun- 
dred feet I >ng a*vi twenty-eight feet 
deep. The concession is for ninety 
uine years from the date of the opening 
of tbe canal for general traffic, and at 
the expiration of that period the Nicara- 
gnan government 1* to take possession 
of the canal in perpetuity, with the right 
reserved tj the company to lease it tor 
another ninety-nine yenra. Daring the 
period of tho concession the company is 
to have thn privilege of constructing a 
railway along tbe whole or any part of 
the caual; also sach telegraph lines as 
it deems neceiisary for the construction 
and working of the canal, and these 
lines shall transmit public messages 
free of chnrge. The government of Nic- 
aragua will declare the terminal porto 
and the canal itself throughout its 
length to be neutral, and that tbe 
transit in case of war between other 
Powers and Nicaragua shall be nninter 
rupted. In general the canal shall be 
open to free navigation of all vessels, 
provided they pay tho dues and observe 
I be regulations of the company.

An effort will be made to se- 
cure a guarantee from all Powers, of the 
neutrality of the canal and of a zone 
along it. and of the sea in the viciuit 
of the terminal ports where dimemioua 
will be denned. This concession, with 
all its advantages and privileges, wil 
appertain to a construction company 
and is transferable only to the compan; 
which is to be organized by the Pro- 
visional Society, and in no case can ii 
be transferred to a foreign governmen 
or Power. It is to be organized in th< 
usual manner of such enterprises, with 
its principal office in New York or else- 
where, as it way deem most convenient. 
Its designation will be "The Nicaragnan 
Ship Canal Company." The compan; 
is1 to be allowed to bring immigrants t< 
Nicaragua freely from all parts of th- 
world, but it is required to bind itsel 
not to interfere iu questions which di 
rectly or indirectly may affect the public 
peace of Nicaragua and uotU, give pro- 
tection to criminals or disturbers of the 
peace. It is exempt from every form of 
taxation during the period of this con- 
cession. The remainder of tbe docu- 
ment refers to routine inattern. Captain 
Phelps, the President of tbe Provisional 
Society, is now in Europe for the pur- 
pose of arranging for an early com- 
mencement of the work.

President John 8, Davit, of the Ne- 


vada tc Oregon Nartow-Oauge Railroad, 
arrived in Virginia City to-day. Mr. 
Davis says the survey for the new toad 
is progressing rapidly, the party going 
south from Reno having reached Cue- 
sou, and the other party having ad- 
vanced tblrty-flve wiles northward. The 
projector* of tbe road are happily dis- 
appointed with tbe line, tbe surveyors 
laving ascertained that the heaviest 
grade required In crossing the summit 
from Reno is only eighty feet to too 
mile for a distance of about eight miles. 
Through Long Valley there will be a 
utrutah of nearly level track 100 miles in 
length, and from Long Valley to Ore- 
gon there will be no heavy grades. All 
tbe utouey for building the road baa 
been subscribed, tbe bonds negotiated, 
and tbe work of grading will begin 
about the' 1st of August. It is a sure 
thing that a narrow-gauge road will 
soon connect tbe Colombia and tbe Col- 
orado, and the extension of branches 
throughout Nevada and to California 
will naturally follow. Tbe citizens of 
Genoa are anxious to have tbe road pass 
throngh their town, and last Saturday 
evening they held «. meeting to discuss 
the matter. As tbe line is being sur- 
veyed Genoa will be surveyed about fit 
teen miles from the track, which must 
injure the town greatly. The Genoese 
understand this, and on Saturday last 
listened with interest to Mr. Davis, 
who was present at a meeting called b; 
them. 
He explained to them that i 


would cost about $125,000 more to de- 
flect and lake in Genoa than it would 
to run n straight line as surveyed, but if 
(ianon would agree to furnish that 
amount of money as a subsidy., or in 
some other shape, the company would 
no doubt make the change in the route. 
.The local business of Genoa and the 
Carson valley, amoanti-ig u $50,000 
yearly, would pay tho interest on tbe 
money and therefore the company 
conld afford to make the change. In 
order to get an expression of opinion on 
the subject, Mr. Davis asked all those 
in favor of subscribing $100,000 toward 
the building of the road to vote in the 
affirmative. Tbe result was a unani- 
mous vote iu favor of the proposition. 
The interest manifested by the Genoese 
is in marked contrast with the apathy 
of the citizens of Stoukton, who recent- 
ly allowed the project of u narrow-gauge 
to Nevada and Bodie to fall through 
Mr. Uavis says he advised the Stockton 
capitalists interested in the scheme to 
let it drop for the present, as tho people 
of that city are not interested sufficient 
ly and do not seem to care about bene- 
fiting themselves.

given an opportunity to build the road, 
but when the time comes there are four 
men ready to subscribe all the money 
without their assistance.
